This  question  asks  a careful  study,  and 
requires  an  impartial  answer.  If  each  pas- 
tor properly  answers  the  question,  gra- 
cious and  permanent  good  is  sure  to  re- 
no  argument  to  prove  that 
neighboring  pastors  should  be  on  the 
thrilling  sight  to  take  a mos*  intimate 'terms,  and  the  closest  co- 
operative helpfulness  the  one  to  the  other. 

While  interests  are  identical,  yet  their 
fields  of  labor  are  not  just  the  same;  and 
while  their  work  may  intermingle  some 
what,  yet  they  need  never  conflict  in  inter- 
ests or  in  work.  But  it  is  not  so  with  pas- 
tor and  editor.  The  pastor’s  field  must  lie 
the  editor’s  field,  and  the  class  of  work 
of  each  should  never  hinder,  but  ever  help 
the  other.  Thus  pastor  and  editor  should 
be  ever  on  the  most  intimate  terms,  and 
the  closest  of  friends.  They  should  be 
nearer  each  other  than  are  even  adjoining 
pastors.  The  editor’s  counsel  and  advice.

As  a matter  of  choice,  I should 
prefer  to  pastor  a church  of  but  200  mem- 
ters  if  all  of  them  took  and  read  the  paper, 
lyither  tharf  pastor  a church  of  500  mem- 
bers with  none  of  them  taking  it.  More 
vrork  would  be  done  by  the  smaller  church, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  for  all  the  mem- 
bers would  be  both  alive  and  awake  upon 
all  points  of  denominational  work  anddn- 
tereAs.  The  people  would  be  posted  'all 
t lie  time  upon  the  various  needs  of  all  de- 
partments of  denominational  work,  and 
joyous  indeed  would  it  lie  for  the  pastor 
t a take  the  needed  collections,  for  the  va- 
r ous  lines  of  Christian  work  fostered  by 
t ic  denomination.  Happy  indeed  is  that 
pastor  whose  people  subscribe  for  and  read 
tiie  denominational  paper;  then  help  the 
brother  editor  plant  his  paper  iu  the  homes 
ajnd  hearts  of  our  people.

commission  themselves,  but  they  return  it 
to  the  subscribers.  This  works  sad  havoc 
tb  the  paper,  sooner  or  later;  for  when 
suid  pastor  leaves  that  field,  no  other 
agent  for  the  paper  can  do  any  work 
is  that  community,  for  just  as  soon 
as  the  people  have  to  pay  full  price  for 
their  paper,  they  will  either  stop  taking 
it  or  forever  feel  sore  towards  thfc  editor. 
A pastor  seriously  damages  both  paper 
and  editor  when  he  deducts  his  commis- 
sions. v 

(2)  Nothing  cuts  the  heart  of  a pastor 
much  more  than  to  accuse  him  of  “preach- 
ing for  money.”  Then  why  should  we 
make  the  same  accusation  against  the  edi- 
tor ? The  fewest  of  preachers  can  continue 
preaching  the  gospel,  if  they  are  not  paid 
f«!>r  it;  neither  can  the  editor  run  his  paper 
without  money;  and  let  me  remind  you 
there  are  but  the  fewest  who  are  getting 
much  better  paid  than  the  average  pastor. 
Running  a denominational  paper1  is  not  a 
gold  mine.  It  costs  money  to  run  papers, 
ajnd  we  cannot  show  our  appreciation  of 
ojur  editor’s  labors  better,  nor  do  him  a 
greater  favor,  than  by  keeping  our  sub- 
scriptions well  paid  ahead. 

(>‘l)  When  the  pastor  works  for  the  pa* 
Ifer,  he  is  doing  the  very  best  work  for 
himself.  A far  larger  percentage  of  the 
children,  where  the  paper  is  taken,  will  be 
converted  and  brought  into  the  church, 
than  from  homes  in  which  the  paper  is  not 
taken.  In  numerous  and  in  likely  the 
great  majority  of  instances  where  children 
wander  into  other  denominations,  or  are 
neverconvertetlHtaU.it  is  in  the  homes 
\there  the  denominational  paper  is  not 
thken. 

‘‘Train  up  a child  in  the  way  he  should 
go,  and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  depart 
from  it,”  This iseminently  truein  the  point 
under  discussion.  Pastors,  if  ypu  want  to 
see  the  children  of  your  memliers  follow 
their  parents,  see  that  every  child  has 
weekly  access  to  your  denominational  pa- 
per. You  arc  doing  a far  reaching  and 
niughty  work  for  not  only  yourself,  but  for 
youi  denomination,  in  the  years  to  come, 
planting  your  denominational  paper  in 
every  home  of  your  fpld  Youl  should  bend 
every  energy  to  see  that  it  takes  deep  root 
Downward,  and  bears  fruit  upward,  to 
the  eternal  glory  of  God,  and  the  strenth- 
ing  of  your  hold  for  good  upon  your  peo- 
ple. Short  sighted  and  unwise  indeed  is 
that  pastor  who  fails  to  feed  his  flock  upon 
the  rich  food  to  be  found  in  the  denomi- 
national paper.  Practically  all  the  con- 
tents of  the  paper  is  the  richest  cream  of 
thought  which  the  brains  of  the  denomi- 
nation can  produce.  Much  of  it  is  valua- 
ble, and  some  of  it  is  So  rich  and  creamy 
that  it  is  practically  invaluable.  Negligent 
indeed  and  non-feasant  in  duty  is  that  pas- 
tor who  starves  his  flock  from  such  rich, 
verdant  and  copious  pasturage.  God 
grant  that  pastors  may  see  and  appreciate 
u>the  full  the  great  importance  of  this 
point.  Verily,  that  pastor  who  works  the

Baptisteries. 

For  centuries  Baptists  have  been  build)- 
ing  Baptisteries,  and  it  is  strange  that . 
they  have  not  yet  learned  how  to  build* 
them  right.  Thp’  ptie  of the  central  thingi 
in  their  doctrine  and  worship,  Baptist  art- 
ehitects  someho  w ipA'iage  to  obscure,  neg- 
lect, or  mis  manage  their  arrangements  foA 
baptism,  What  oifAht  to  be  one  of  thy 
first,  is  generally  om  of  the  last  consideraj 
tions.  That  updn  which  money  should  l>e 
spent  most  lavishly  is  ordinarily  a place 
for  the  unwise  p|-aotjiee  of  icconomy.  The 
result  is  that  the  Ordinance  designed  to 
teach  in  one  sin^plc i object  lesson  all  the 
central  ideas  clustering  around  the  atone- 
ment, is  clumsily  [Ktformed  amid  circum- 
stances that  aff  ord  scoffers  an  opportunity 
to  scoff,  and  that  lining  the  beautiful  ritt 
into  disrepute. 

- In  so  far  as  thijs  1$  true,  our  people  have 
sinned.  There  is|  absolutely  no  cfceuso  for 
the  lumbering,  noisy  preparations  usually 
preceding  the  adlnimstration  of  the  ordi 
nance.  Why  all  this  tearing  up  of  floors 
lifting  of  traps,  anti  opening  of  hitching 
creaky  doors?  \\fhy  the  presence  of  the  sex 
ton  in  the  pulpit  at  the  most  solemn  hout 
of  the  service  to  Ipujff,  push,  lift  and  slide 
things  about?  Why  do  people  stand  or 
pews,  kick,  actifHc-alijd  shuffle  around  try 
ing  to  see  the  invisible  baptism  It  is  lie- 
cause  some  building  committee  didn’t 
know  better  than  to  put  the  baptistery  be 
low  the  floor  and  took  care  to  make  it  at 
hard  as  possible*  to  enter.  We  know  ol 
two  or  three  linjptisteries  that  are  prop 
erly  constructed.  \Ve  know  of  dozens  that 
are  actunlly  excruciating.  One  church  hac 
so  much  difficult^'  with  its  baptisms  that 
they  did  their  utjncisjt  to  keep  the  time  for 
the  ordinance  quiet  to  avoid  disorder 
Think  of  it!  And  till  along  the  disorder 
was  the  fault  of  the  church,  whose  false 
fdea  of  building  Autj  in  a miserable  hole  foj 
a baptistery  and  whose  false  idea  of  cconj 
omy  kept  it  therA- 

Here  are  sonic  principles  to  be  always 
observed:  Build  the  baptistery  high— sr 
high  that  when  title  minister  is  in  it  his  - 
head  will  lie  equally  as  high  as  it  is  wher 
he  is  preaching.  Let  the  bottom  of  tin 
baptistery  be  on  aj  level  with  the  pulpin 
platform.’  The  [floor  of  the  baptistery 
should  have  sevejral  depths  to  be  used  ir 
baptizing  people  in  varying  heights.  Dit 
you  ever  see  a bishop  baptizing  a little 
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j hilcl  whose  head  barely  reached  the  top  of 
he  baptistery?  Why  could  not  that 
Jiishop  have  placed  a second  floor  or  box 
q the  water  and  so  saved  that  awkward 
iituation  ? Again,  make  the  baptistery  so 
)asy  of  entrance  and  exit  that  the  services

)f  lumber  movers  and  trap  openers  may’ 
)e  dispensed  with.  S^mre  no  money,  time, 
>r  thought  until  you  have  fixed  this  right. 

We  marvel  that  our  churches  so  univer- 
sally and  grossly  mis-manage  the  ordi- 
nance of  baptism.  If  a church  finds  itself 
inadequately  equipped  for  this  sacred  duty 
t ought  immediately  to  remedy  the  evil. 
Tear  up  that  old  Baptistery  and  regard- 
ess  of  cost  build  one  that  is  what  it  ought 
jo  be.  If  th&jnoney  cannot  be  had  otlier- 
ivise  sell  the  pulpit  chairs,  the  pulpit  and 
jhe  organ  and  build  the  Baptisterv  right. 
iVhen  a plan  for  a newchurch  is  submitted 
ve  ought  first  to  see  about  arrangements 
: nr  baptizing.  Why  do  we  bring  the  apos- 
tolic baptism  into  disfavor  by  awkward 
iirrangements  ? — Alabama  Baptist.
